Indianapolis has no US organization but it does 
have a chapter of the Black Panther Party. In addition to Black 
panther Party, Indianapolis has several other black organizations 
involved in rivalry with the Black Panther Party. 

Rivalry at this time has been principally in two areas. 
The first area is attempting to get the limelight and publicity 
in news media with the newspaper and television. The other area 
in which rivalry is the strongest is involving finances. Each 
organization is attempting to obtain funds from the black community 
and from white businessmen. Funds have been collected by these 
groups for certain purposes which supposedly were for the good of 
the black community. It has been learned from informants that 
these funds have not been used for the purposes for which they were 
originally collected. In most instances, these funds disappear 
into the hands of the leaders for their own desire. This has come 
to the attention of several informants and the informants have , 

discussed this with other members and this has had an affect f 

of causing dissention among the organizations. This method { 

has helped to cripple several local organizations and now is seemingly 
having an affect in the Black Panther Party in Indianapolis. 

Many members are unhappy with the leaders of the Black panther Party 
and as a result membership is dropping sharply rather than increasing. 
One of the most active members, the Minister of Defense of the / 

Indianapolis Chapter of the Black Panther party, has turned in -y 

his resignation as a result of this matter. yv. * 
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| Also, the Indianapolis Division, during intervi 

with individuals of the different black organizations, has 
dwelled on differences of opinion, etc., increasing the jealousy 
between leaders for attention and thus has caused these groups 
to become further separated. In Indianapolis to date, these 
organizations including the Black Panther Party, have become 
further separated and have been unable to unite themselves 
or the black community.

Since date of referenced letter the Minneapolis 
Division has continued to enjoy a lack of racial 
oriented violence. There have been the usual yet 
small number of Isolated minor arrest problems, but 
again none that could be characterized as racial in 
nature. There have been no violent outbreaks of any 

type. 

As of this writing there are no active 
Black Nationalist Hate Groups operating in the Minne- 
apolis Division, except the Nation of Islam whose 
membership remains fairly constant and which has not 
been involved in local racial disturbances. There was 
an attempt on the night of November 21, 1968, at a 
community center known as The Way, Incorporated, on 
Plymouth Avenue in North Minneapolis, to establish a 
branch of the Black Panther Party. However, from 
contact with informants and sources present at the 

meeting, it broke up without such an organization 

being formed in view of complete disagreement among some 
of the local militants : nd others present as to who was 
to run it and how it was to be organized. 

There has been no indication of any further 
meetings being planned and no informal ion developed 
indicating that the Black Panther Party will be 
organized in the Twin City area in the immediate 
future. Informants have been directed to t d

On 10/18/68, the WYO submitted an article which 
appeared in the "Columbia Spectator", of ficial newspaper 
of Columbia ^University. This article indicated that gen- 
erally speaking the students were disappointed with ELDhlDGE 
CLEAVER as a speaker and also doubted his leadership qual- 
ities. The WYO suggested that the Bureau and SF attempt 
to determine if we are able to collect other like articles 
about CLEAVER and then send them to BPP headquarters to 
deride CLEAVER. The SF office considered that the above 
suggestion had merit and requested other offices to furnish 
like articles concerning the speaking engagements of CLEAVER. 

In October, 1968, the NYO suggested that the 
Chamber:' of Commerce both national and local use their 
office to sponsor music festivals, amateur hours, boxing 
events and other sporting events in the Negro areas.

On 11/27/68, the NYO requested permission of 
Bureau to send letter to the Peace and Freedom Party. It 
. is hoped that this letter might help arrest the flow of 
funds which might be going from the PFP to the BPP.

On 10/10/68, the NYO suggested that the Bureau 
give consideration to the ceroxing of a sufficient number t 

leadership role in civil rights organizations. It was 
recommended that this article be mailed to well known 
Negro leaders throughout the US, who reside in cities 
where the BPP have chapters. 

On 10/29/68, the Bureau approved the NYO suggestion 
and as a result letters were sent out to 326 individuals 
who reside in 21 cities. It is too early to estimate the 
tangible results of this project. 

On a continuing basis the fJYO has tried to 
foster hostile attitudes between the BPP and SNCC. This 
has mainly been accomplished by P £o 
both organizations. As of 1 0/8/6S S!, “ 
stated, when telephonlcally pretexed, that b.iCC if constantly 
guard iomjyikii premises against attacks by the BPP. On 10/4/68, 
BrotherBiiSSof the BPP stated when pretexed that he heard 
that SNCCwfsgoing to dynamite the BPP office and they were 
going to get a hot reception as the BPP has two live snakes 
in the basement. 

On 10/22/68, the NYO prepared a letter to be 
sent to LLDRIDGE CLEAVER pending Bureau approval. This ^ 
letter suggested that some members of the BPP were planning 
to kill CLEAVER. The Bureau approved the NY recommendation and 
as a result the letter v/as sent out on 11/14/68. 
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prepared a letter to be sent 

ua sauggeste d tna tthc le t ter be sent from the Los Angeles 
area. This letter indicated that C LEAVE K should have 
turned some of the money he received from speaking engage- 
ments in the NY area over to the NY organization. The 
Bureau approvid the suggestion and LA sent out the letter. • 

On 11/1/68, the Bureau commended the NYO for 
the effective matter in whi ch Baltimore and 1IY utilized 
racial informants to neutralize the 3PP efforts in Balti- 
more, Md . . 

4. Developments of Counterintelligence Interest 

Every effort is being made in the NYO to mis- 
direct the operations of the BPP on a daily basis. The 
NYO is continuing to conduct interviews with BPF members 
and friends of members. These interviews might provide 
fuel for further counterintelligence action.

The Black panther Organization, Incorporated, Des 
Moines, Iowa, filed Articles of Incorporation in the State 
of Iowa in July, 1968, for the purpose of obtaining anti-poverty 
funds but when unable to do so, this organization two months 
later filed Articles of Dissolution. Leaders of the defunct s \\ 
BPO, since its dissolution, have continued to operate as a 
loose-knit group, howover, to date the organization and purposes \ 
of this group are not known. \' 



In view of the present status of the BPP in the Omaha

The captioned program has developed no new effective 
avenues during the past three month period. 

In brief, the black nationalist organization situation 
in the Buffalo Division can be described as follows. The Nation 
of Islam (N0I) continues to maintain a mosque in Buffalo, N.Y., 
and an auxiliary mosque in Rochester, N.Y. Total membership is 
slightly over 100 for both units. The effectiveness of the N0I 
in this division is minimal since the stringent regulations 
imposed on its members and the financial drain to the Individual 
participant do not attract the majority of Negroes in this area v ^/ 
During the past several months, there has been some natural dis-o 
satisfaction in the NOI in Buffalo arising out of the purchasfe^ 
by the Minister of a rather expensive home in the white subuV*bY 
of Buffalo known as Snyder, N.Y. Financial obligations incurred 
by the Minister, as a result of this purchase, will be felt by if 
him as early as December, 1968, and January, 1969* Informant^ 
have reported some rumbles of discontent over the actions of the 
Minister, this discontent evidencing itself in poor attendance*', 
at public meetings held weekly at the mosque. In an attempt to' 
stimulate more public interest in the NOI, two movies were shown 
at the mosque on 12/1/68 following the regular meeting. One film 
was a science fiction plot and the other a cowboy movie. It is to 
be noted in this regard that the mosque is presently located in 
a former movie theater. The films did attract most of the members 
of the mosque, and they all stayed to watch the movies after the 
meeting. Informants do not know if this is going to be a regular 
format for future meetings, but Buffalo will follow carefully 
and consider the possibility of . af^fcoach Lng the moving picture 
unions or other theater organizations wLth the view in mind of 
demanding that this sort of activity be discontinued by the NOI.

According t^^^pat least 
one national organization with headquarte^^in San 
Francisco has been talking about restricting all summer 
employment to minority groups. 

pointed out that San Francisco is primarily 
an office employment center and that entrance - level 
job opportunities for the unskilled are at a minimum. 

It is no easy task to match the unemployed with existing 
job opportunities. He stated that many of them lack 
education, skills, and motivation. However, business 
communities will solve the problem because of the 
urgency of the situation and the caliber of the people 
actively working and interested in an intelligent solution.

in search for means to alleviate racial tensions and to 
promote better understanding and relationships between 
the people and law enforcement agencies. He said that 
the black militant extremists continue to present serious 
problems to the entire Oakland community in spite of 
concentrated efforts of the businessmen, civic minded 
persons and police administrators to come up with the 
correct answers and meet the challenges these extremists 
present. 

the OCC has successfully 

solicited funds and nas provided publicity for the employ- 
ment of hard core unemployed and promotion of better 
relations between the police and the minority races, with 
particular emphasis on the Negro race. He specified that 
the OCC has promoted or worked closely with the Opportun- 
ities Industrial Center (OIC), 2510 Grove Street, Oakland, 
which concentrates on developing a favorable attitude 
towards work and does not pay trainees while learning a 
skill. The OIC is mainly funded by the Federal government 
but receives considerable financial aid from the business 
establishments of Oakland. 

A "work-study" program involving four hours of 
work and four hours of study each weekday has been 
recently inaugurated and is operating as an autonomous 
qrganization in Oakland with funds provided mainly by 
Kaiser Industries in Oakland, California, 

, Accordine ^^^^^^^^^^^^ the OCC has set up 

a law enforcement an3pubiic safety committee which works 
closely with the Oakland Police Department (OPD) and 
provides publicity and services which the OPD cannot 
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itself provide. The OCC has prepared and published a 
brochure entitled w Oakland Careers in Law Enforcement" 
for the OPD for the purpose of attracting qualified young 
mentfrom various colleges and universities for recruitment 1 
as policemen. 


Other publications provided for the OPD are as

"The Citizen's Role in Crime Prevention"

It is noted that the leaflet entitled "May We

procedures or any other pertinent subject of concern to 
you. We are particularly eager to meet with those whose 
views about the police may be characterized as critical 
or antagonistic."

The average Negro is very likely afraid or reluctant 
to report in person, by phone or in writing information which 
he may have regarding black militants.

Tke only overall change In the Black Nationalist 
•movement In the New Orleans Division since the submission 
of referenced New Orleans letter, is that a local group at 
New Orleans, calling themselves the Black Peoples Party For 
Defense (BPPFD), are holdi ng meetings. Sources renort th at 
the leader of this .group 

Sources have provided a lxsr - containing approximately 
names, address and telephone numbers of persons alleged to 
be members of the BPPFD. Sources report that this group 
partakes in defensive tactics training and as well as other 
military-type training and is the only Black Nationalist 
group in New Orleans which might be considered extremist. 

Stu&nt Non-violent Coordinating Committee (SNCC) 
continues to maintain an office in New Orleans, however, 
attempts to form a chapter and recruit members have 
met with little success. Other local Black Nationalist 
Organizations have either folded or are engaged in community 
type projects and have given no indication of extremist 
nature. The overall Black Nationalist movement in the 
New Orleans Division lacks leadership, continuity, with 
no cooperation among groups and is like the pt-rsverbial 
"ship without a rudder.” Tie se groups appear to be moving 
further apart as each group and its leaders continue to be 
jealous of one another.

Tbe black nationalist movement witbin tbe Miami 
Division bas changed somewhat since submission of referenced 
letter. The Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) 
whose charter was revoked almost a year ago had been operating 
officially under tbe name of "Poor Peoples Campaign Support 
Group" although they had been accepted in the Miami area as 
an SCLC chapter. They have become almost completely inactive 
since the Republican National Convention at Miami Beach in 
August, 1968. They do not hold regular meetings and have 
not organized or supported any particular civil rights 
activity.

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3- The NYO has no available news sources who 
are In a position at the present time to publish an item 
to the effect that the SNCC is circulating this slogan in 
a campaign against the BPP.

Its //• 
publication, the "Burning Spear", has become increasingly 
militant since June, 1968, on occasions imploring members 
of the Negro community to arm themselves, and directing 
derogatory, as well as obscene , remarks concerning city officials 
and in particular, St. Petersburg PD. One edition of the 
periodical indicates that black people have no responsibility, 
either moral or legal, to support the framework of American 
Government. Several individuals reportedly closely associated 
with this organization, have been arrested during racial 
strife in St. Petersburg. 
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However, Tampa Is of the opinion that supplemental 
of JOMO will increase. 


Thus Tampa concludes that one technique which may 
offset some of these anticipated increased JOMO activities, 
would be a series of interviews with selected members and 
associates. Two objectives would result from these interviews 
Tampa will be able to seek additional penetration of JOMO 
and to evaluate each of the persons being interviewed for 
his potential as a racial informant. Even if the interviews 
do not result in recruiting racial informants, it is felt 
that the interviews will serve to harass and bewilder the 
other members of JOMO. It should be noted that during the

The Pittsburgh Chamber formed a Human Resources 
Development Committee. The purpose of this committee was to 
provide a means of communication between the Opportunities 
Industrial Center- and the business- industrial sector. For 
this purpose, the Chamber organized an Industrial Advisory 
Committee to the Opportunities Industrial Center. Recognizing 
the need for the business sector's more inclusive Interest 
in the economic developments of the area, as related to the 
minority group, the Chamber asked the Industrial Advisory 
Committee to the Opportunities Industrial Center to accept a 
dual role as aleo the Chamber's Human Resources Development 
Committee. 


The projects undertaken by the Human Resources 
Development Committee are as follows: 


1. Business Management Advisory Corps 


There had been an expressed viewpoint that black- 
owned and/or operated businesses seemed to lack managerial 
know-how. The Chamber felt that experienced businessmen could 
be drawn upon :s volunteers to advise and counsel the 
owners and managers of black stores and firms of accepted 
management methods and procedures. The use of this resource

prospective recipient.'

2. Pittsburgh Industrial Show 

, The sponsors of the Pittsburgh Industrial Show, 
the Airchasing Management Association of Pittsburgh, 
traditionally makes a booth available to the Chamber of 
Commerce free of charge/. During the 1966 show, the Chamber 
felt fit co.uld best serve the business interests of the 
corporate sector by having its booth used by black-owned 
and/or operated firms which produce articles or supply 
services of Interest to corporate buyers. Difficulty was 
encountered in locating black-owned businesses; however, 
some were located and did exhibit with most satisfactory 
resultes. 


3. Special Impact Program 

This is a program in which the U. S. Labor Department . 
provides funds to create employment for minority groups by 
promoting the expansion of existing industry into poverty 
areas or establlshingnew businesses in these areas. The 
committee has bden considering the possibility of using the 
Black Management Advisory Corps, referred to above, to 
provide direct, short-term management guidance. In this 
connection also the committee has considered securihg as 
instructors in a formal educational program to develop black 
management personnel, those Negroes who have already 
attained responsible positions in area firms. 

4. Survey of experience' of area employers 
regarding various private and Government 
organizations in the field of minority group 
employment. 

,***■-’- 

The committee has designed a questionnaire to obtain a 
reading Qh a confidential basis of individual experience by 
large as well as small firms. The questionnaire has been 
distributed, but only limited returns fcave been received to date. 
It is intended that ,the results will serve to determine the 
extent to" which an information center should be conducted by 
the Chamber as to subsidies available and application procedures 
involved. It is planned also that this questionnaire will 
probably furnish other information of value, the specific nature 
of which is not yet apparent. 
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5. Directory of Pittsburgh Agencies Oriented to 
the Urban Crises 

i . The committee is conducting a survey to determine th< 
interest in a directory of this type. 

6. Cooperation of the Chamber with a local 
television station in a continuous showing of 
seven urban crises type films to selected 
community leaders. 

A local television station prepared seven one-half 
hour programs as a public service on the urban situation. 

It was felt that these films could be additionally used, 
other than for television time, in that they would provide 
an opportunity for a meeting of community leaders Involved 
pith the racial problems and urban crises. This meeting proved 
most beneficial. 

From the above, it is apparent that the Pittsburgh 
Chamber has a definite, active program geared to its 
Interests and capabilities. It is not apparent at this time 
how specifically the Pittsburgh Chamber could successfully be

contacts. 

4. .As mentioned above, Boston SNCC has been inactive 
since June, 1968, and as far as can be determined, exists 
in name only. Therefore, SNCC could be utilized in 
circularizing the suggested slogan. 

5. If this slogan were printed in the form of bumper 
stickers, it is believed they could be placed on cars 
in the ghetto area unobstrusively in the early morning 
hours and such stickers could also be placed in areas 

of the ghetto where they could be prominently displayed. 
The slogan might be more effective if worded, "SNCC says 
•Panthers are pinheads i'"

In the event he is a 
current; member of the NRA, one of the two copies of the 
enclosed newspaper articles being furnished to Washington 
Field Office, should be furnished to the NRA with the 
suggestion that the organization may want to consider 
whether to'continue OWENS as a member of NRA, in view of 
his propensity for violence as indicated in these 
newspaper articles. 

It is believed desirable for our purposes 
that OWENS lose his membership in the NRA, since if he 
holds any future firearms training sessions of any 
type, he will not be able to impute legitimacy thereto 
as a result of his NRA membership. 

No action should be taken concerning this 
counterintelligence action until Bureau authority is 
received.

For possible value of San Francisco, Portland 
has learned that BPP members and white female hippies have had 
the following white-owned locations as their hangouts in Oakland: 
Sportsmen Club #1 on Telegraph Avenue and Sportsmen Club #2 on 
Grove Street. / 







San Francisco might consider attempting to obtain 
authentic night club type photographs of Panthers and white hippies 
in the above and other locations. This could conceivably be accom- 
plished through discreet arrangements with professional or free 
lance photographers if a plausible cover for them could be developed. 
The needed compromising pictures would, of course, appear to be 
taken only incidentally to other photographs allegedly for a 
free lance story for a national Negro magazine or else taken covertly. 

Portland believes that actual photographs, if 
obtainable, rather than fake ones through montage, would be highly 
desirable for the proposed leaflet. Genuine compromising photo- 
graphs of even lesser BPP members would tend to support the charge

Unquestionably a group such as the Chamber of~ 
Commerce, the Jay Cees and the like, could render i- great j 

service to law enforcement due in large measure torlts / 

functioning within the business community in urban-areas. 1/ 

It would appear, however, that in a law enforcement context S ^ 
the application and use of these facilities might be more / ir ^jL 
widespread on a local level, certainly however the potential 
for exploitation offered by such groups should be explored 
in the area of counterintelligence against black extremists 
groups. In Chicago for example, and presumedly in other 
large cities, there exists a Chamber of Commerce which con- 
sists entirely of Negro business representatives and which 
functions as a Chamber of Commerce, limited however to the 
Negro community and Negro businessmen. In Chicago, this 
organization is known as the Cosmopolitan Chamber of Commerce, 
840 East 87th Street. 

Such a group as this offers particular possibility ; 
since it is primarily within the black areas of the city 
that many militants operate, in terms of extortion type r\ 

activities, isolated acts of vandalism and the like. Negroes,,... 
have been victimized in these activities, as well as whites jhjj 
by such elements, both during large scale disturbances and 
otherwise, although it is '* true thatjtyblte owned and operated V 
businesses are primarily targets.

aware of .conditions within the business community in Ghetto* 
areas and of those groups which are creating problems, making 
militant demands for employment, and the like. In this regard, 
it might be well to consider the problems posed to large chain 
operators such as Jewel Tea, A It P, and the like, which operate 
within Ghetto areas. 


It would appear that the problem presented in any 
counterintelligence approach would be that the Bureau could 
not openly or indirectly suggest any such type operation to 
a group such as this. If such were cons idered ,a t all, it 
obviously could only be done after extensive and careful 
ground work and after the Individuals being dealt with had 
been proved extremely reliable. 

It is believed, however, that it might be practical 
for the Bureau to consider a program of contacting such groups, 
in order to generally acquaint them with our interest in 
militant and extremist organizations functioning within the 
Negro community who because of their past actions have proved 
of interest to the Bureau in connection with our intelligence 
gathering function and our responsibilities in the internal 
security field. Based upon the results of such a liaison 
arrangement and a number of contacts, a more intelligent 
appraisal could be made of the fashion in which an indirect 
approach might be made to representatives of these groups 
to implant upon their operation the idea of some sort of 
positive counter approach, such as exposure, more aggressive 
local prosecution and the like, which would tend to counter 
the activities of such extremists who have proved to be a 
problem within the respective communities. ..

As a side benefit, the liaison established in this 
might prove beneficial from an intelligence standpoint, apart 
from any counterintelligence program which might evolve from 
this. 

In short, it is not believed that until contacts 
are initiated with such groups as this, and after an exploratory 
period in which the areas of their knowledge and responsibility 
are identified, can a question of potential for worthwhile 
counterintelligence activity be weighed. It is also likely 
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Irnat these groups would, "differ In attitude and composition 
from city to city and In all likelihood an overall counter- 
intelligence approach would not be practical.

Basically, however, such an organization as the 
Chamber of Commerce, representat iveof buSinefis interests , would 
appear to be a conservatively oriented group which would , 
tend to look with disfavor upon the irresponsibility and 
damaging activities of black extremists, youth gangs and 
any other elements such as these, which might in some fashion 
be subject to a counterintelligence approach. Through an 
avenue such as suggested previously, together with a thorough 
understanding of the exact functions of these groups within 
the community, an effective counterintelligence program might 
be developed..

Good morning ladies and gentlemen, 1 vane to thank 
those who are responsible for inviting oe here today, and I want 
to thank Mickey Moose Ronald Reagan, Donald Dock Rafferty, and 
Big Mama Unroh for making it possible. I am pleased to be here 
in the pig pen of Sacramento today. This Is the pig pen where the 
racists, and the oppressors prop their genocide and their crimes 
against people. Someone cold ire that when Ronald Reagan entered 
the capitol here they changed the name of the capitol to the feiry 
building. I think that's very appropriate and I want to congratulate 
whoever that was that came up with that thought and I have a special 
little word for Ronald Reagan in the morning, fuck you Ronnie baby.... 
It is my belief that Ronald Reagan is a punk, a sissy, and a coward 
end I challenge him into a duel, I challenge the punk to a duel to 
the death and he can choose bis own weapons, it can be a baseball 
bat, a gun, a knife, or a marshmallow and I’ll beat him to death 
wi th a mar shmallow. 

You know T lived in this area for a number of years, 

Folsom Prison is about twenty miles from here 1 understand and I 
had occasion, I had reason to keep my eye on what was going on in 
Sacramento the prison system, the adult authority has its head- 
quarters here in Sa< ramento , appropriately hare in the pig pen 
I know that my parole officer has Lis comrades hare today his 
agents here, same thing for Ronald Reagan, same thing for' the 
adult authority, the same thing for all the wardens of all the 
prisons, all the pigs the hogs who pa*, lol the prisons, lack you- . . . . 
I feel it is necessary to say that, It's necessary to say that 
because they're going around threatening i e with prison again, 
they're telling me that l didn’t go along v : t h their iicgrem, 
they warned me when I was released from prison that there were

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tvo things that I was not to do, I was not . .ay anything or 
write anything derogatory about the prison system or about any 
big politician. And what 1 want to know Is how can you say any- 
thing Irrelevant today without talking about the pigs and the 
poier structure? How can you do that? So that we cannot go • 
alifng, we cannot go along with their program, ve feel that in 
fact that: 'their prisons, that their oppressive laws must be 
turned against tho^ because they are the criminals, they arc 
the ones who are out if order and they are the ones who need 
rehabilitating and they will never stop ire whether they pui me 
in prison or not from saying what I want to say because it's 
none of their business. They ate public servants, I'm a tax 
payer, you dig it, and (not cleat, perhaps saying baby) (for 
approximately 45 seconds, no audible sound)(ne>;t two words not 
clear). Act in a desired manner because they ate out of order, 
they must be brought under control and thLs is the problem 
confronting the world today, partirulatly in Babylon. Me have 
the problem Were in Babylon of arrogant public servant*.. These 
pigs in uniforms, your local police, gestapo forces ate public 
servants. These racists, demagogic politicians are public 
servants, yet they have gotten the attitude they become so 
arrogant that they pretend and they act like they own the 
peopLe, they act like they own the Government and that there is 
nothing the people can do about it, 1 say ihat that's bullshit, 
that there is something the people can do about it, thc-te has 
always teen something the people can co about it and that is we 
can walk into those legislatures, grab them by their eats, by the 
scruffs of their neck and drag them out and throw them in the 
gutter where they belong. T .. T e can do that. There is nothing they 
can do to scop us except confuse us, divide us against each other, 
tell you that the Black Vanther Farcy, Eld'idge Cleaver is a 
racist, that he represents the threat to white people and then 
tell us that white people arc becoming more and more racists. 

That in fact their second choice for the presidency is the racist 
pig from Alabama. George Wallace This is a lie. we know it's a 
lie because when they made these polls that we see in the paper 
did they come to you and ask you what you felt about Geo*ge 
Wallace? They didn*t come to me and ask me what l thought about 
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the mother fucker, you dig it- So that what they* to do ; ng . what 
they're doing is using propaganda to confute people and to sva y 



docs is set George Wallace up as some right wing extremist which 
conveniently places him as the middle of the roade? , so that he's 
a very sly and slippery greasy pig. He's been in that game a 
long time and he knows hoi: to ease hi s way through little tight 
squeezes- He's trying to ease his way into the White House but 
really the whole election this yea* is irrelevant isn't it. You 
have a cho.ice between oink, oink, and oink. That's the choice. 

That's the choice that the people have- That's not a choice that 
we can feel comfortable abou: the nc*;:t four years because the 
tensions of the world, the tensions within this country have 
reached a point to where something has to give, either the people 
arc going to have to cave in under the pressures put upon them 
by the pigs of the power structure or we're going to' have to turn 
that pressure around and make the pigs cave in. .. 

Today we say that you’re eithe* part of the solution , 

or part of the problem, there is no fro t a middle ground- There, is 
no more middle ground because the black liberation struggle in 
this country which is really the motive force behind all the boat 
rocking that is going on has reached a point to where it can't 
turn back, nonviolence was bLown away with Kart in Luthet King. 

Hhcn the. racists shot Martin Luther King, the bullet that killed 
bin killed nonviolence, and this only means that black people reached 
the point where they vcrc saying no more, no more, if you sheer me 
I'm shooting back, if you put your stick upside my head I'm gonna 
put something upside your head. Don't com? to ire talking about you 
gonna spray mace in my face cause I'm not gonna have if.. They’ will 
recognize that you are not superman, you're not sjpetnvu) J that 
you're just another man. you have a uniform cn you have a, badge 
on and this is supposed to frighten people He have been in 
doctrinated to fear you. ve have been indoctrinated to te’spe.ct 
authority no matter whether it has Leon perverted by pigs or not, 
but we recognize today that wc are not dealing with authority 
because, autiio r l ty is something that people willingly submit to, 
tell us veil you have no respect fot authority.

( campaign which featured the idea of supporting your 
local police. A similiar campaign sponsored by the 
Chamber of Commerce could be used to promote job 
opportunities for ghetto residents and blacks youths. 

It could use its influence with member organizations 
to encourage them to actively recruit and train the 
hard-core unemployed of the ghetto. Programs of this 
nature have been sponsored by the Federal Government 
and by certain individual companies but, to date, the 
Chamber of Commerce has never lent its support on a 
large scale to backing these programs.

In as much as one of the functions of local 
* Chambers is to encourage visitors to its city, it would 
seem that they could sponsor and encourage member 
organizations to participate in programs which aid 
in the elimination of slums and ghetto areas. 
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.. . These suggestions are necessarily vague but 

they have specific relevance when looked at fro* the 
I vi ®F ot the militant who sees the Chamber of Commerce 
| and other simillar organizations as merely extentions J 
: or the. white establishment. The view of the Chamber 1 

of Commerce is that of an organization whose membership 
consists of the merchants who exploit the black people 
in the ghetto. 

The Chamber of Commerce has no power to force 
its members to take action in a socially relevant 
project, however, it can by the use of its money 
' and influence, encourage its members to take part 
in programs to increase the opportunities for blacks. 

Of recent note is the program being funded by a number 
of large insurance companies to provide capital for 
low cost housing projects. The Chamber of Commerce 
either national or local can sponsor such programs* 

Programs such as those noted above could 
effectively aid in countering black militants because 
they would give the residents of the ghetto a part 
in the economic life of the nation and thereby reduce 
their dissaf fection with their local communities. 

If they share in the economic life of the community, 
they would be less likely to support individuals or 
organizations which tend to disrupt that society.

3. Consideration should be given to mailing the f 
slogan (cards, leaflets, etc.) from the national headquarter-v**'’*' 
of SNCC in plain envelopes to black news media, radio stations, 
and other logical recipients who may logically assume its origin 
was someone in SNCC, and who would thereafter publicly identify 
it as SNCC propaganda. 

4. Material (pamphlets, cards, etc.) on which this 
slogan is printed can be distributed throughout the Seattle 
Central District by agents, with little possibility of having 
the source identified. 

5. Distribution of such material should be made 
by agents, rather than informants, since the possibility of. 
identifying the Bureau as the ^urce is held to an absolute

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Accordingly, it would seem that the Chambers 
of Commerce could help to counteract the negative

of the gains, progress, and assets being undertaken 
regarding the Negro elements within the Negro community 
and present elements within the white community attempting 

to assist the Negro.

It is noted that Chambers of Commerce possess 
various means for promoting and portraying accomplishments 
of various programs in their various areas. It is felt 
that several of the following points could be pursued 
through various mediums available to state and national 
Chambers of Commerce: 




1. Disseminating by various means to ghetto 
occupants of efforts of local police to cope constructively 
with law enforcement problems peculiar to ghetto areas; 
publishing police efforts and successes to effect better 
public relations with ghetto occupants, to staff ghetto 
areas with Negro policemen, and to seek rapport with 
Negro youth groups; publicize various true-to-life 
situations wherein various policemen properly and 
professionally handled difficult racial situations in 
ghetto areas with proper authority, respect, and 
sensitivity.

3. Publicize various Negro servicemen returning 
from Vietnam who have obtained good jobs commensurate 
with their experience and training especially any skills 
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obtained while in service which assisted them in 
obtaining this employment on their discharge; thereby 
enabling them to help themselves in the community 
as well as to reflect favorably on their military 
service. 

4. Publicizing through promotion type 
advertising the availability and occupancy of better 
than average housing available for Negroes in various 
sections of the community; promoting Negro neighborhood 
improvement- programs or contests whereby awards are 
given to the best improved neighborhood apartment 
building, housing unit, etc., thereby hoping to improve 
the ghetto area and accordingly the community. 
Additionally, the benefit hopefully would be an 
improvement in the morale and incentive of the occupants 
of the winning area or areas. 

Placing pressure through businessmen on the 
i main community newspapers to give more adequate coverage 
j of Negro activities and accomplishments; this would have 
a tendency to present Negro elements that are truly a 
part of the whole community and accepted in this regard. 


5. Through various contacts in the white 
community emphasize to the white community that if a 
~ ghetto area exists in their community, it is a throw- 
back on the community in accordance with the axiom 
"A chain is as strong as its weakest length"; this 
could prompt the white community to assist and actively
